We would direct the attention of booksellers to the advertisement of 
Messrs. Watxer, Wise & Co., who have established a new firm in Boston 
under favorable auspices. 


A friend and correspondent reminds us that our understanding of the appli: 
cation of a paragraph in last week’s Cimcucar was incorrect. It seems 

the publishers who have secured to Mr. Dickens, for his new tale, “as large 
asum ashe could have expected under the working of an international 
copyright,” and who have ventured “so large a sum without any other 
protection from reprint but that of ‘moral suasion,’” are the Messrs, 
Harreer & Brorners, and not Mr. Bonner, Rumor, whom we shall expect 
hereafter to bring affidavits, says that the latter gentleman has cogagel ell 
original story from Mr. Dickens, to appear in several numbers of the Ledger, 
and the fact is, that Harper & Brorsers pay $5000 for the advance sheets of 
Mr. Dickens's new story, “‘ A Tale of Two Cities,” written by him primarily 
for his new periodical “ All the Year Round.” 


Give Tue Prices.—The Philadelphia Press has an article on book-venders 
and book-buyers, containing the following very sensible observations :— 

Looking over the book advertisements in yesterday's Press, we noticed 
that while the majority of booksellers and publishers, in Boston and New 
York, have the good sense, when they announce a book, to mention its price, 
those in Philadelphia generally prefer leaving the public to guess at it? He 
who sees a book advertised, with the price affixed, ean make up his mind 
“to buy, or not to buy,” at once. If the price be not named, he frequently 
will decline going out of his way to ask it, and the upshot usually is that, in 
the end, his wish to purchase fades away. Thus it is in the city. It is worse in 
country places, where the lover of books is literally at sea when he sees nu- 
merous announcements of literary novelties—prices unmentioned—and is 
compelled not to buy because he is uncertain whether the particular work 
he desires is sold for one dollar or for three, 

Ranning back through what we here have written, we find thet five Phils 
adelphia booksellers who advertised in the Press, yesterday, did not mention 
the prices of their books, and the three others did ; that three leading Boston 





publishers carefully state prices; that one New York publisher does the 
same, and that another neglects it. Of course, it is not for us to quarrel 
with the manner in which people advertise, but, simply as not unfrequent 
book buyers, we know that a knowledge of the price of a book, derived from 
an advertisement, repeatedly induces us to purchase. Others, we dare say, 





are similarly influenced and affected. Those who live in the country, with 
only limited resources for the purchase of .new books, are in a manner com- 
pelled to purchase from the advertisements which meution the prices, for 
they cannot order in the dark, when the cost is not ascertainable. 


A Tovucuixe Anecpore or Percival tur Port.—In the biographical sketch
